MAN IS SHOT DOWN 
BY HAIL. OF LEAD 
FIRED FROM AUTO

'After One Man Is Identi-! 


fied as Assailant by Vic- 
tim, Three Others Con- 
fess Shooting. 


A shooting on a residential street 
corner in which a pedestrian probably 
was fatally wounded by a hail of lead 
from a speeding attomobile, two cases 
of mistaken identity, and a confession 
in which three men figure, Friday 
night furnished the police one of the 
mo@t complicated cases in the history 
of crime in Atlanta. As.a result one 
man is believed to be dying at Grady 
hospital, three are being held at the 
Fulton county tower pending a com- 
plete probe of the shooting, and a fifth 
man, at first accused of the assault, 
has been given his release. 

The shooting recalled the gang war- 
fare now being waged in Chicago and 
New York. Johh Zink, 21, of 1048 
Capitol avenue, was standing on the 
corner at Capitol and Weyman ave- 
nues about 8 o’clock at night when a 
large closed car swept by. As it pass- 
el him a fusillade of bullets came 
from the window, and Zink fell to the 
ground. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and the victim taken to Grady 
hospital, where it was found that he 
had been wounded in the left lung. 
Doctors say that he has only a bare 
chance to recover. 

Witness Shooting. 

H. F. Dopson, of 851 South Pryor 
street, and G. G. Bullard, of 961 Capi- 
tal avenue witnessed the shooting and 
were able to give police the license 
number of the car but could give no 
accurate description of the man or 
men in the machine. ‘They stated 
that the motorman on a street car 
which was Hassing the scene stepped 
from his car and emptied his revolver 
at the sedan as it sped away. 
Questioned by officers at the hos- 
pital, Zink accused “Pee Wee” Burns, 
2a, Of 203 North avenue, N. E., of 
the shooting. He said that they had 
had some trouble over an automobile, 
the details: of which he did not give. 

Policemen Higgins and Cartwright 
at once started a search for Burns 
and found him at the corner of For- 
rest avenue: and Peachtree. Arrest- 
ing him on a charge of assault with in- 
tent to \murder, they took him to the 
hospital, where the prisoner was at 
once identified by the victim as his 
assailant. Burns then was taken to 
police station and locked up.

New Organization Elects 
Alabaman President and 
Locates Headquarters in 
New Orleans. 


New Orleans, La., July 6.—(/)— 
The south’s cotton industry is to be 
promoted and advertised for the direct 
benefit of the producer through a fund 
of approximately $750,000 which will 
be raised annually for the next five 
years by the Southwide Cotton council, 
an organization conceived last year by 
Governor Dan Moody, of Texas, and 
made permanent by vote of its mem- 
bers here today. 

The council will raise the fund by an 
assessment of five cents on every bale 
of cotton produced in the south, in- 
cluding last year’s crop assessments 
on which the members plan to collect 
within the next 90 days. The council 
took cognizance of the deplorable fi- 
nancial status of many of the cotton 


producers by agreeing that what por- 
tion of the money could not be secured 
direct from the producer would be 
made up in contributions from bank- 
ers, merchants, cotton mill owners and 


allied industries, all of which are rep- 
resented in the council’s membership. 
The meeting here today was the out- 


growth of conferences at Jackson, 
Miss., and Memphis, Tenn., and was 
for making the organization perma- 
nent. Judge C. E. Thomas, of Mont- 
gomery, superintendent of Alabama 
banks, was elected president of the 
council, and T. W. Davidson, of Dal- 
las, former lieutenant governor of 
Texas, vice president. Governor 
Moody was elected president emeritus. 
Each will serve three years. 

The executive committee tonight de- 
cided to locate permanent headquar- 
ters in New Orleans. The headquar- 
ters will be opened tomorrow, with 
resident Thomas’ in charge tempo- 
rarily. 

The council accepted a gift of $10,- 
000 offered by S. Odenheimer, presi- 
dent of the International Trade expo- 
sition here, as an inducement to bring 
the héadquarters to New Orleans. 

Mr. Davidson in submitting his re- 
port to the council as chairman of the 
committee on constitution and by-laws, 
set forth four objectives of the coun-

Carolina Commission Says 
Body and Carriers Both 
Favor East in Freight 
Rates. 


Raleigh, N. C, July 6.—(@)— 
Charges that carriers and the inter- 
state commerce commission, through 
recent decisions, are discriminating 
against North Carolina and southeast- 
ern states in the matter of freight rates 
were made today by the state trans- 
por.ation advisory commission in its 
report to Governor Angus McLean. 

The commission, Albert G. Myers, 
Gastonia banker, chairman, told the 
governor in its 4,000-word report that 
“we have to report a condition, 
amounting to a crisis, which consti- 
tutes a grave emergency in North 
Carolina’s commerce with other 
states.” 

Industries are locating in northern 
states when they prefer southern lo 
cations, the commission said, because 
freight rates are higher in this and 
adjoining commonwealths. 

“The sole question is how our rates 
compare with those of other states 
whose competition must be met,” said 
the commission, which spent most of 
today in discussion of its survey, The 
fact of outstanding importance thus 
far revealed is that rates to and from 
northern points east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio and" the Nor- 


folk and Western railway main line 
and rates to and from points south of 
the line described are not equal, being 
usually higher for the south than for 
the north; that the rates, in other 
words, are not properly and fairly re- 
lated as between northern and south- 
ern shippers in competition.” 

The commission charged that the 
more recent tendency of the inter- 
state commerce commission was to 
make decisions which have the prac- 
tical effect of leaving southern car- 
riers no choice but to adopt higher 
rates than those of northern roads. 

“It follows, as a consequence of the 
interstate commerce commission’s pol- 
icy, that nearly all southern shippers 
are paying or are facing the prospect 
of being required to pay higher rates, 
distance considered, than are permit- 
ted to be charged their competitors in 
northern states. 

“The rate-making policy of the in- 
terstate commerce commission as de- 
veloped in recent decision will if 
logically extended and applied to all 
commodities tend to secure for and 
guarantee to the northern states whar 
is already a near monopoly of com- 
mercial and industrial opportunity 
other than in activities incident to 
mining, herding, farming and timber- 
ing.”

Washington, July 6. — (United 
News.)—Chairman Hubert Work, of 
the republican national committee, has 
decreed that prosperity and tariff 
shall be among the “outstanding is- 
sues” of the coming campaign, but 
has warned committee members to 
minimize religion and prohibition as 
issues, 

A letter he sent to men and women 
of the national committee on June 
29 was made public today, and showed 
that he had counselled thus: 

‘The campaign policy we propose 
to follow will be informative and 
constructive only. The promptings of 
conscience and personal liberty within 
the law are not proper subjects for 
political debate.” 

The last sentence was generally in- 
terpreted as meaning that the repub- 
lican party wishes religion and probi- 
bition kept out of the campaign if 
possible; and in a later press con- 
ference, Work admitted he referred 
to religion and prohibition. The re- 
publicans, he said, would not raise 
these issues but would meet them if 
the democrats did stress them. 

On the other hand, Work’s letter 
threw down the gage of battle on the 
prosperity and tariff issue. 

“A tariff on imports to protect our 
workmen in the mills, mines and 
fields against the cheap labor of com- 
peting nations and to give employ- 
ment to our workers, that they may 
buy the produce of our farms, is of 
course, one of the outstanding issues 
of this campaign,” the letter said. 
“Our people should vote to protect 
the American pay roll, vastly larger 
than that of all the rest of the world. 
It is our one wniversal asset. We 
must protect it to maintain our high 
standard of living.” 

In this paragraph, politicians saw 
a return to the “full dinner pail” ar- 
gument of earlier campaigns, plus an 
appeal to the farmer to support the 
republican party because its tariff 
policy would allegedly bring a pros~ 
perity which would react to the farm- 
ers’ benefit through increased purchas- 
ing power among wage earners. ;

LEGALITY OF EXEGUTION 
OF NEGRO QUESTIONED 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Medie McCloud, negro slayer of a 
Bainbridge policeman, was_ electro- 
cuted. at the Milledgeville state prison 
farm Friday a few hours before it be- 
came publicly known ‘hat the atto-- 
ney general's office had ruled that he 
should have been resentenced to die at 
a later date to meet statutory require- 
ments, 

Official communications made public 
by Governor L. G. Hardman revealed 


that the law providing that a certi- 
fied copy of the death sentence shall 
be forwarded to the prison superin- 
tendent at least 10 days before the 
date of execution had not been com- 
plied with in McCloud’s case. 
Requirements Not Met. | 


The matter was brought to the gov- 
ernor’s attention by the trial judge, 
Superior Court Judge W. W. Custer, 
of the Albany circuit, who under date 
of July 3, wrote the executive that the 
court clerk had failed to send the 
certification within the required time. 

Requesting an executive order from 
the governor to meet the issue, Judge 
Custer wrote that “it will be a great 
expense for this man to be returned 
here for resentence all because” of a 
mere technical omission that in no 
wav can or could affect the leg:tity 
of the execution.” 

After receiving an opinion from As- 
sistant Attorney General T. R. Gress 
the governor replied by wire Thursday 
night advising the judge that the “as- 
sistant attorney general rules gov- 
ernor without authority to waive posi- 
tive legal requirement by executive or- 
der and expresses opinion that Mce- 
Cloud should be resentenced.” 

Opinion of Gress. 

In his formal opinion, Mr. Gress 
said : 

“lI find nothing in the law which 
authorizes the governor to waive this 
positive requirement by executive order 
and do not agree with the conclusion 
of Judge Custer that this can be 
legally done. I think McCloud should 
be returned to Bainbridge for a new 
sentence in which the requiremznts

3 BOND-LABELS AND COLORING ARE FOUND 


‘Real Stuff’ Fake 


Decatur, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)— 
R. F. Bennett, white, and Fred Bailey, 
colored, Friday were bound over to 
the county grand jury on charges of 
illegal possession of liquor and liquor- 
distilling apparatus as an outgrowth 
of the raid made by county policemen 
Thursday on the residence near Brook- 
haven Country club, which resulted 
in the capture of the two men, to- 
gether with a large quantity of liquor 
and utensils for its manufacture. 

Both Bennett and the negro deposit- 
ed bonds of $5,000 each before Justice 
of the Peace C. H. Livsey, after waiv- 
ing preliminary hearing. 

Closer inspection of the premises of 
the house Friday revealed, DeKalb 
county police said, that a woman had 
lived there. They are seeking the 
identity of this woman, whose ward- 
robe was discovered in a room of the 
well furnished house. 


Bottled in “Toronto.” 


It incidentally was discovered that 
the operators of the huge still located 
in the house obviously had catered to 
the “better class” trade in disposing 
of their illicit distillations. Liquor 
made in the big copper still was given 
the adventitious appearance of au- 
thenticity by labels proclaiming the 
product to be “bottled in bond, Toron- 
to, Cannda.” Counterfeit labels of the 
brand, “William Penn Rye Whisky,” 
were found, as well as the type of non- 
refillable bottle that adds to the “genu- 
ine stuff’ appearance of bootleg 
whisky in these times, 

The ‘house, from top to cellar, was 
outfitted for expedient service and 
safety against intrusion. Electrically 
operated signals connected all rooms. 
The coil in the giant still was heated 
directly from steam pipes of the fur- 
nace, which, as an auxiliary, was fit- 
ted with gas plates. Excess drainage 
was carried off through large hose 
lines that had been run through walls, 
= into bath tubs. 

‘he best of artificial colorings and 
flavorings were discovered by officers 
Friday on their second visit to the 
house. Receipts for large purchases 


of sugar were found, as well as vari- 
ous kinds of bottles, corks and in- 
gredients. A carefully kept index 
system was found, containing minute 
data on the time of the various “runs” 
of liquor. 


Elaborate Outfit. 
Officers Friday expressed the belief 


that the raid had uncovered the most 
elaborately operated liquor plant of 
its kind in this section. Housed in 
the fashionable looking residence, al- 
most opposite the elite country club, 
its appearance from the outside was 
thoroughly disarming. Bright color- 
ed awnings and a decorous exterior 
gave to it the quiet look of the usual 
suburban home of gentility. 

County officers who for more than 
six weeks had endeavored to “get a 
line” on the house had been thwarted 
by its placid exterior and the absence 
of any suspicious odor, An “unider- 
cover’ man, it was learned Friday, 
recently had attempted to gain en- 
trance by posing as a deliveryman. 
He was dispersed, however, by an 
armed negro. 

A check of the various rooms of the 
place showed that everything 
dene systematically.

The judgment of the trial court was 
affirmed by the state supreme court 
and the negro was sentenced on 
June 19. 

Governor Hardman said he had not 
considered taking any action in the 
matter.

Bainbridge, Gda., July 6.—()— 
Judge W. V. Custer, of Decatur coun- 
ty superior court, today declared the 
belief that merely a “clerical error” 
had been committed by his court in 
failing to forward to the state prison 
farm at Milledgeville, ten days in ad- 
vance of the execution date, a certi- 
fied copy of the death sentence of 
Medie McCloud, Decatur county negro. 

The judge was emphatic in voicing 
the conviction that the action of the

He explained that the only reason 
for his requesting Governor Hardman 
for a ruling on the matter was that a 
deputy warden at the state - vison farm 
had questioned the legality of the exe- 
cution, and it was desired to refer 
the matter to the governor and attor- 
ney general.

Rome, July 6.—(#)—All the works | 


of Gabriele D’Annunzio, Italy’s noted 


poet, which are deemed “offensive to 
the faith and morality,” are to be con- 
sidered on the index of prohibited 
works, the Osservatore Romano, offi- 
cial vatican organ, will say this eve- 
ning. : 

The Osservatore Romano reproduces 
a statement of the congregation of the 
holy office printed in the official or- 
gan, “Acta Apostolicae Sedis.” The 
statement replies to the request of a 
number of bishops, asking whether, in 
addition to D’Annunzio’s novels, his 
plays, poems and selected prose, not- 
ably those produced subsequent to the 
first indexing on May 8, 1911, came 
under the ban. 

The holy office answered affirma- 
tively, with the qualification that it 
was left to the local bishops to judge 
when they were offensive to the faith 
and morality, and the reply was in- 
scribed in the index on June 27 last.

SACRIFICED TO POLITICS. 


There is keen disappointment in 
Florida over the refusal of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Mayo to sign, 
with the other members of the Ever- 
glades drainage board, and thus 
validate the $20,000,000 bond is- 
sue, which had been provided for 
and financed through the instrumen- 
tality of Governor John D. Martin. 

Thus the plan for the continu- 
ance of the drainage work, by which 
this great area of among the richest 
garden lands in America could be re- 
claimed and opened to occupation. 

The completion of this gigantic 
development undertaking, which had 
been begun more than 20 years ago 
by the late Governor N. B. Broward, 
was one of the outstanding hopes of 
Governor Martin. He instituted his 
campaign for continuing the drain- 
ing early in 1927. He consulted 
bonding houses in New York and 
arranged for the $20,000,000 flota- 
tion. 


Two bills were passed by the 
1927 legislature overwhelmingly, 
one providing for the diverting of 
certain funds derived from state 
lands in the district, and the other 
levying an ad valorem tax amount- 
ing to about one-fifth of a mill, to 
be applied to liquidating the new in- 
debtedness. 


*Soon after adjournnient of the 
legislatufe, drainage operations in 
the Everglades were discontinued 
altogether, the state drainage board 
announcing that lack of funds had 
made a suspension necessary. 


Then Governor Martin, a poten- 
tial candidate for the United States 
Senate, entered the race actively 
against Senator Trammell, and the 
drainage program became inveigled 
in politics. Several suits resulted, 
and Governor Martin triumphed. 
However, an appeal is pending be- 
fore the United States supreme 
court, and it is that fact that Mayo 
gave as an excuse for joining the 
other members of the drainage board 
in signing the bonds, although the 
bonds could not have been funded 
until all litigation had been quieted. 

Thus one of the greatest reclama- 
tion projects in the history of east- 
ern America has collapsed through 
a sacrifice to politics. 


It is unfortunate. Florida would 
have immensely profited by opening 
this great area to homeseekers. It 
would have placed vegetables and 
small fruits on the American mar- 
kets, by reason of quickness of 
growth through the intense fertility 
of soil, and by reason of tropical 
climate, ahead of any other section 
in the country. The completion of 
the project would have meant a 
marked economic impetus to all sec- 
tions of that great state, and thus 
benefited all the people. 


It is hoped. the work already ac- 
complished may not be lost, and that 
a way out of the present collapse 
may yet be found.

The world-wide recognition that ra- 
dio is the modern arm of communica- 
tions has caused every leading nation 
in Europe to take stock of its position. 
Great Britain, particularly, is fully 
alive to the position of radio leader- 
ship which the United States has cre- 
ated for itself by its system of world- 
wide wireless communications. 

Governmental, communication and 
banking interests abroad have awak- 
ened to the fact that the communica- 


' tions map of the world is rapidly be- 
‘ing changed by the development and 


extension of modern high-speed radio 
circuits, Because of this recognition 
the best statesmanship in Europe is 
now encouraging. the combination of 
the old and the new system of inter- 
national communication. 

The result of all these arrangements 
and combinations abroad are bound to 
be a serious challenge to the leader- 
ship of the United States. To meet 
the long-sighted statesmanship abroad 
we will require something more than 
restrictive legislation at home if our 
national, commercial and social inter- 
ests in the field of world communica- 
tions are to be safeguarded suitably 
and remain independent of foreign con- 
trol or domination. 

I believe the course of events soon 
will make it clear to our legislators 
in which direetion our own national 
interests lie. 

The next great step in broadcasting 
eagerly awaited abroad as well as on 
this side is an exchange of programs 
between the United States and Europe 
which will inevitably bring closer to- 
gether the millions of people living on 
each side of the Atlantic, and this will 
make for better understanding between 
them.

Facts Set Forth. 


“Rejecting allegations which are 
mere contentions or conclusions of 
the pleader, the main facts set up are 
these: The Howells owned 3,025 out 
of a total of 5,000 shares of the com- 
mon stock of The Constitution Pub- 
lishing company, the publishers of The 
Atlanta Constitution. Lea and Cald- 
well sought to buy this stock.

“Among the liability items were 
shown twelve reserve accounts, but 
no reserve for annual subscriptions 
paid for but not yet fulfilled. This 
omission was noted and mentioned be-

Where isolation (‘quarantine’) is 
not enforced, the whooping cough pa- 
tient should be required to carry a yel- 
low flag or wear round the sleeve a 
conspicuous yellow label marked 
whooping cough. This is a fair warn- 
ing to susceptible persons to keep their 
distance. 

Should this young mother’s baby de- 
velop whooping cough, and perhaps die 
of the disease, the parents of the little 
boy who gave the baby whooping 
cough should be held responsible. If 
the parents can set up a plea of igno- 
rance or extentuation in the rules or 
methods of the local health authorities, 
then the local health authorities are 
clearly inculpated and ought to be 
punished for their part as accessury. 

IKivery mother should know that the 
incubation period, as we call it, the 
time elapsing from the moment of 
infection or inoculation to the first 
symptom of illness, is generally two 
weeks in whooping cough. If 16 days 
pass without any signs of illness it is 
certain the child is not coming down 
with the disease. The young mother 
need not worry about the cough she 
heard when she brought her baby 
home. If the baby is going to have 
the whooping cough he will not mani- 
fest the slightest sign of disturbed 
health until more than 10 days have 
passed, 

Whooping cough is apparently not 
communicable during the incubation 
period, but.is most likely to spreud in 
the early stage of the illness, a period 
of a week or 10 days when the patient 
has just an ordinary cough and before 
an characteristic whoop or spells of 
spasmodic coughing develop. Here is 
yet another reason why people should 
respect the eri and never take “cold” 
seriously. 

If this were my young son I'd give 
him the whooping cough “vaccine” 
right now, in reasonable hope of pre- 
venting the disease. Any physician is 
prepared to administer whooping cough 
“vaccine.”

Coming out of the far west for 


the first time, this husky dark-haired 


youngster featured the opening day of 


the final American Olympic track and 
field tryouts by winning the 100-me- 


ter dash from the flashiest band of 


sprinters the country has ever had 
and equaling the Olympic record of 
10 3-5 seconds four times in this start- 
ling process. 

The decisiveness with which the 
youthful Wykoff established his su- 
premacy, carrying off the national A. 

championship along with 1t, 
was as noteworthy as his consistent 
brilliance down the straightaway. Aft- 
er galloping off with his first three 
trials by impressive margins he had 
the stuff left to overcome a compara- 
tively poor start in the final heat and 
win by a yard from Bob McAllister, 
New York’s “Flying Cop,” with Henry 
Russell, of the Penn A. C., former 
Cornell star, third, and Claude Braccy, 
another 19-year-old sensation from 
Rice institute, Texas, fourth. 

Clinch Berths. 

This quartet with the flying Wy- 
koff in the van, clinched their places 
as the “big four’ who will carry 
Uncle Sam's colors in the 100-meter 
world’s championship at Amsterdam 
early in August. The two other fi- 
nalists survivors of an original field 
of 38, were Jimmy Quinn, Holy Cross 
star, and Jackson Scholz, of the New 
York A. C., the present Olympic 200- 
meter champion, but their only hope 
of making the team now rests on 
being chosen fer the 400-meter relay 
or in the 200-meter trials tomorrow. 

Wrykoff’s victory in- the 100-meter, 
only final of the day, came after a 
succession of startling upsets and a 
series of dashes in which the Olympic 
record was equaled eight times al- 
together. The main sensations were 
packed into the semi-finals, where the 
blonde California veteran, Charley 
Paddock, was eliminated in one heat, 
while Frank Hussey, of the New York 
A. C., and. George Simpson, of Ohio 
State, two of the foremost favorites, 
met their Waterloo in the other. 

Simpson, the most tragic figure on 
the big test, pulled a muscle in his 
left leg, broke down and collapsed in 
the semi-final heat won by Wykoff 
after having captured his first two 
trials in spectacular fashion. ‘The 
Ohio State star equaled the Olympic 
record in his first heat, beat Chariey 
Paddock in the second and was hav- 
ing a nip-and-tuck battle with Wy- 
koff, Russell and McAllister when he 
suddenly went wrong. In agony and 
barely able to stagger across the fin- 
ish line, fifth and last, Simpson coi- 
lapsed and had to be carried from the 
track, a forlorn, heart-broken figure. 

Paddock won his first heat in 
10 4-5 seconds, beating Russell, but 
the veteran who wore the Olympic 
crown eight years at no time in the 
sueceeding heats was able to match 
the speed of his younger rivals. 

Battles Gallantly. 


“Good-time Charley,’’ elad in baby 
blue striped uniform, battled gallant- 
ly, however, to come back until he 
met defeat in the first semi-final, a 
thrillingly close race won by Jimmy 
Quinn, in another record equaling 
race, with Scholz second and LBracey, 
the rangy Texan, third. 

There was a dramatic incident here, 
for the announcer first placed Pad- 
dock third, in a qualifying position, 
with Scholz last. The order was 
quickly changed, however, when a roar 
of booes from the crowd arose on be- 
half. of Scholz, whose closing burst 
obviously had carried him past the 
charging Paddock. 

Bracey got off toas flashy a start as 
Wrykoff, twice equaling the Olympic 
record in his first two races, but the 
Texas youth, his stamina somewhat 
sapped, was extended to gain his 
qualifying place in the semi-final and 
had a close call in the final, where 
-~he took the last place, carrying with 
it a certain Olympic berth. 

Besides the orgy of record perform- 
ances in the sprint, two other record 
feats stood out, one by Ross Nichols, 
of Stanford, who equaled the world’s 
mark of 14 4-5 seconds in the 110- 
meter hurdles, and the other by Lloyd 
Hahn. the Boston express, who beat 
the American record for the 800 me- 
ters for the second time in three 
weeks, although neither pressed nor 
extending himself. 

Hahn Wins Easily. 


Hahn. in his only race of the day, 
was looking over his shoulder as he 
broke the tape, in the first of three 
800-meter trial heats, well ahead of 
John Burton, University of Utah, in 
1 minutes 53 1-5 seconds. The famous 
Nebraskan did the distance’ in 
1:52 1-5 in the eastern frials at New 
York June 16. when he cracked the 
former mark of 1:53 5-10, set by Lar- 
ry Brown in 1924. 

Nichols, the intercollegiate high 
hurdling king, climaxed a succession 
of brilliant timber-topping perform- 
ances when he beat Steve Anderson, 
University of Washington star, and 
equaled the world’s record set by Earl 
Thomson. of Dartmouth and Canada, 
in the 1920 Olympics. 

Besides these two, the other three 
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American sprinters and ace of the 
Olympie pack is 19-year-old Frank

OLSEN PROTESTED 
- AS BUREAU CHIEF 


Washington, July 6.—(United 
News.)—A protest against appoint- 
ment of Nils A. Olsen as chief of the 
agricultural bureau of economics and 
a demand for his removal because of 
alleged misconduct in connection with 
the bureau’s issuance of cotton price 
predictions, was made to Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine today by Repre- 


sentative Rankin, Mississippi demo- 
crat. 


Recalling that Olsen was “acting 
chief of the bureau when ‘he fa- 
mous September 15, 1927, cotton prie 
prediction was issued, which alleged- 
ly caused producers millions of dol- 
lars loss, Rankin said that because 
of the bureau’s activities farmers of 
his state have “suffered greatly.” 

“To place him in this position under 
the circumstances after the senate 
cotton investigating committee has laid 
bare to your department and to the 
world his record as a member of the 
bureau would be little short cf a crim- 
inal abuse of the powers vested in 
you as secretary of agriculture,” 
Rankin said in a letter to Jardine. 

“You are bound to be familiar with 
his record in helping to formulate 
the price decline prediction and the 
padded carryover report of American 
cotton in foreign countries, given out 
by that bureau on September 15, last. 
which broke the cotton market, and 
helped to drive it down from 25 to 17 
cents a pound, thereby taking from 
the cotton farmers of the country the 
small marzin of profit which they 
otherwise would have made.

A well-earned rest was enjoyed to- 
day at Natal by Captain Arturo Fer- 
rarin and Major Carlo P. Del Prete. 
They were brought there by a Brazil- 
ian mail plane from Touros, 50 miles 

rth of Natal, where they finally 
landed after giving up their attempt 
to reach Rio Janeiro on the second 
leg of their record-breaking flight 
from Rome. 

The fliers were in the air 51 hours 
and 59 minutes and established a 
world non-stop record of 4,417 mules. 
That feat Was accomplished when 
they landed at Point —— 10 
miles north of Natal, at 7:50 p. m. 
last night. They rested there an hour 
and 20 minutes, then took off for 
this city but lost their course in a 
welter of mist and rain, finally com- 
ing down at Touros. 

The airmen reckoned that they had 
been in the air a total of 59 hours, 
excluding the brief rests at the two 
beaches north of Natal. Ihey said 
that their average speed on the record- 
breaking part of their flight was about 
175 kilometers (108 2-3 miles) an 
hour. 

Both men were in excellent spirits 
and showed no adverse physical ef- 
fects from their great effort. It was 
learned that their machine was slight- 
ly damaged by the second landing but 
there was nothing vitally wrong with 
it and repairs would be a matter of 
only a few hours.

The Rhodes 
said they had given the child to a 
couple in Greenville, nine miles from 
Nettleton. 

Though the prisoners were in the 
court’s custody when men and women 
milled around the front of the court- 
room and Igid hands on them, no ac- 
tion was taken by the judge, and no 
action is planned, according to re 
ports, 

Goaded by the sight of the two chil- 
dren who were brought into the court- 
room with their feet swollen from 
the chain bands and their abused de- 
meanor, the crowd grew unruly and 
pushed past the deputy sheriffs to 
seize the couple. 

The women snatched the wife, and 
the men the husband and in each in- 
stance were reported to have admin- 
istered a severe whipping. The pris- 
oners were recoverd by the officers 
only after they had been manhandled 
by the aroused spectators, reports said.

New York, July 6.—(#)—Inde- 
cisive price movements characterized 
today’s irregular stock market. Prices 
sold off sharply at the opening, pre- 
sumably in reflection of the unexpect- 
edly large increase in federal reserve 
brokers’ loans last week, rallied 
around midday and then yielded again 
to a large volume of week-end profit- 
taking in the last hour. Trading was 
only moderate in volume, the day’s 
sales falling below 2,000,000 shares. 

Except for the disappointment 
caused by the large increase in brok- 
ers’ borrowings and rediscounts, the 
day’s credit developments were large- 
ly favorable. 

Call Money Pilentifual. 


Call money was in plentiful supply 
all day at the renewal figuge of 5 1-2 
per cent; time money and commercial 
paper rates held steady, and no 
change was announced in the 4 1-2 
per cent rediscount rate of the Chi- 
cago Federal Reserve bank, 

Weekly mercantile reviews empha- 
sized the fact that higher tempera- 
turés had stimulated retail trade and 
helped crops. A further reduction in 
the Seminole field crude output 
brought some fresh buying into the oil 
shares, several of which advanced a 
point or more. Reactionary tendencies 
predominated in the motor group, 
Packard losing ground with the rest 
on the traditional “selling on the 
good news” following the declaration 
of an extra cash dividend. 

Freight Loadings. 

Although freight car loadings to 
date have been rather disappointing, 


the railroad shares developed several 
points of strength on buying influ- 
enced by expectations that traffic in 
the last half of the year would com- 
pare favorably with the corresponding 
period of 1927. 

Chicago & Eastern’ Illinois pre- 
ferred, Chicago & Great Western pre- 
ferred, Illinois Central, Kansas City 
Southern, “Katy,” Pere Marquette 
and Wabash were among the many 
issues to close 1 to 2 points higher. 
New York & Harlem ran up nearly 
35 points on odd-lot sales to 309 3-4 
and then slipped back to 290. Texas 
& Pacific, which has been establish- 
ing new high records almost daily, 
fell back more than 4 points on 
realizing. 

Midland Steel Gains. 

Midland Steel Products preferred 
soared 14 1-4 points to 224 and closed 
at the top. Erratic fluctuations took 
place in the airplane issues, Curtiss 
closed 1 3-4 points higher at 110 1-2 
after selling between 106 and 112 3-4, 
and Wright showed a small fraction- 
al gain at 161 after fluctuating be- 
tween 157 and 164 1-2. 

Simmons company ran up more 
than 3 points on buying influenced 
by expectations of higher earnings 
through the development of new lines 
of merchandise. Indian Refining issues 
again. moved into new high ground, 
and there were a few strong spots 
in the rubber group. 

Such popular industrials as United 
States Steel.common, American Can, 
Chrysler, Hudson, International Nick- 
el and Sears-Roebuck declined a point 
or so. 

Radio Shows Loss. 

Radio showed a net loss of 6 points 
at 154. 

Foreign exchanges moved within 
narrow and irregular limits with ster- 
ling cables quoted around $4.87 1-8 
and French cables around 3.92 3-16 
cents. 

Commodity markets were mixed. 
Wheat futures lost about 2 cents a 
bushel on reports of progressive har- 
vesting, and cotton rallied. about 50c 
a ‘bale.

The Day in Finance 
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Unexpected Increase in Brokers’ | 
Loans Causes Drop in Stocks 
at Opening — Outside Public 
Watches Market But Can Do 
Little Trading. 


New York, July 6.— (Sue to!) 
Following the large unexpected week- 
ly increases in prokers twitus «4 
borrowings from the federal reserve 
banks by member banks General Mvo- 
tors opened at 190 1-2 against. last 
night’s closing of 198, Wright at lod 
against 160 1-2, Radio at 187 against 
190. By the end of the first half 
hour these losses had been recovered 
with some shares making further 
gains. In the second hour the mar- 
ket slowed down partly on widespread 
rumors that the Chicago federal re- 
serve bank might advance its redis- 
count rate late today to 5 per cent. 

The Chicago reserve bank was the 
first to raise its rediscount rate from 
5 1-2 to 4 and again led with Bos- 
ton in raising the rate to 4 1-2. 
Knowing that several important Chi- 
cago bankers favored an advance in 
the rediscount rate to 5 per cent 
speculative Wall street was nervous 
over these reports especially as firm- 
er money was reported at Chicago, 
Minneapolis and other western cen- 
ters. 

Commission houses here report that 
the big outside public while still heav- 
ily long on stocks is now doing very 
little in the stock market, This means 
that trading now reflects professional 
and semi-professional operations. From 
what may be learned through wire 
houses the big outside public ex- 
pects to stand aside until money is 
definitely easier. 

Speculative Wall street expecting 
an early return to easy money was 
greatly encouraged by the premium 
quoted on the new government 12- 
year 3 3-8 per cent bonds with Washi- 
ington reporting every indication of 
a large over-subscription. Each of- 
fering of government bonds shows an 
.imcrease.in the amount purchased by 
member banks throughout the coun- 
try. Government bonds are used by 
the member banks as collateral in bor- 
rowing from the federal reserve banks 
in making brokers’ loans and other 
loans and are also used in increasing 
the outsfnding federal reserve netes 
issued by member banks. 

Packard Dividend. 

Packard made its shareholders 
happy by declaring an extra dividend 
of $1 in addition to the regular month- 
ly 25 cents. President Macauley stat- 
ed that the company bas been having 
the greatest prosperity enjoyed in its 
30 years of existence. The fiscal year 
ends with August. 

Holders of United States Rubber 
were prepared for a large deficit for 
the first half of the year ending with 
June by what appeared to be a semi- 
official statement that the company 
had operated most of the first six 
months of 1928 at a loss, that prac- 
tically no earnings had been made by 
the plantation for the second quarter, 
that large losses must be cared for as 
a result of inventories and commit- 
ments: that there were no reserves to 
take care of these losses as the last 
of the reserves set up in prosperous 
years were used last year.

Many people including the so-called 
big outside public, bought United

Rubber on the theory that what is 
good enough for the DuPonts is good 
enough for them, So far United States 
Rubber has not turned another Gen- 
eral Motors’for the DuPont and their 
followers. 

Some of the best bankers in Wall 
street in talking privately refuse to 
make anv predictions regarding the 
money market for the immediate fu- 
ture, believing that more or less 
strong-arm work is now being done to 
bring the bull stock market to life. 
From now on for the next few weeks 
close attention will be given to the 
weekly statements of brokers’ loans 
and the borrowings of member banks 
from the federal reserve banks: The 
feeling in such quarters is that unless 
there is considerable liquidation in 
these two items within the next few 
weeks there will be trouble in the 
money market beginning in the early 
autumn.

Gold Exports. 


Gold exports for the week ending 
July 3 amount to $30,915,000, includ- 
ing $27,779,000 earmarked, withdrawn 
by France. Imports for the week were 
$7,744,000. including $7,660,000 from 
Canada. A shipment of $14,000,000 
went to France yesterday and a simi- 
lar amount will go tomorrow. It is 
believed that tomorrow's shipment to 
France will end for the time being 
anyway the heavy outward flow of 
gold starting almost a year ago result- 
ing in a loss by us of over $500,000.- 
000 of the yellow metal, of which 
$325,000,000 went to France. Our un- 
precedented gold exports within the 
past 11 months, together with mount- 
ing brokers’ loans and continued 
heavy offerings of new securities, ex- 
plain the change which has occurred 
in our money market. The change in 
the money market was at the bottom 
of the recent break of 24 points in 
the average price of 50 representative 
stocks. 

Many people in and out of Wall 
street believe that there is really no 
strain in the money market: that the 
recent advance in call and in time 
money rates was artificially created. 
This theory, however, gets no support 
from today’s weekly statement of the 
federal reserve system or from the 
overnight weekly statement of brok- 
ers’ loans. The unexpected weekly in- 
crease of $147.000,000 in brokers’ 
loans and $159,000,000 in borrowings 
of the member banks from the fed- 
etal reserve banks, together with the 
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continued overflow of gold, are suf- 
ficient .explanation for the 10 per 
cent rate for call money, touched Mon- 
day, in the midst of heavy half-year 
money market requirements. Brokers’ 
loans now  $4,307,000,000 compare 
with $3,126,000,000 a year ago. Re- 
discounts of member banks at the 
federal reserve banks now $1,191,000,- 
000 compare with $506,000,000 a year 
ago.
